NEW YORK. Nov. 28.—With eight 


men in custody and the plot unravell- 
ed, police today believe they are near 
the solution of the double crime on 
November,14 in which two West End 
bank messengers were shot dead with- 
out warning in a Brooklyn subway 
station and robbed of $43,607. 


And as the police unfolded, chapte 


by chapter, one of the most startling 
murder and robbery plots in the his 
tory of the city, they uncovered clues 
pointing to a "syndicate" of criminals 
In the arrests already made the polic 
believe they have opened the way lor 
the solution of numerous murders 
hold-ups and automobile thefts com- 
mitted In the past few months. 


Three men alleged to have 
hac 


most important parts in the double 
crime are still at large but the nation- 
wide search for them is said to be nar- 
rowing. 
Two of them have been re- 


vealed in admissions by men already 
arrested, as the gunmen who actually 
did tfife shooting which cost the lives 
of William S. Barlow and Wm. H. Mc- 
Laughlin and the police believe their 
arrest is near. 
The third man drove 


the automobile in which the bandits 
escaped. 


Detectives yesterday swooped down 


on a Bronx bungalow after lying in 
wait for hours for

gather and took in custodj seven men. 
two of whom were soon released. An- 
thony Pantano was arrested at the 
same time in Brooklyn.

have board.ed a car and alighted at a 
corner near her home about that time.

Germany Faces 


Bankruptcy In 


Opinion Leader 


(By Tho Associated PITS*.) 


BERLIN, Nov. 28—Germany is im- 


mediately confronted with a plain case 
of a state of bankruptcy and will no 
longer be able to meet her public pay- 
rolls, in the opinion of Dr. George 
Gothein, Reichstag democratic leader, 
who today vigorously upbraided the 
Socialists and. German nationalists for 
having needlessly precipitated a par- 
liamentary crisis. 


Dr. 
Gothem declared Germany's 


only salvation would be in form of "a 
foreign loan under allied supervision, 
similar to that applied in the case of 
Austria. 


Sixteen and one-half million tril- 
lions of marks in new paper currency 
were floated by the Reichsbank in the 
first weke in November during which 
period 
its 
holdings 
of discounted 
treasury bills, private checks and 
drafts increased by twenty-six and 
one-half million trillions. "The cur- 
rent return was the first reported this 
month, a circumstance which was the 
subject of comment on today's dull 
and listless bourse. 


Dr. Sehacht. the newly appointed 


commissioner of currency, hopes to 
have tee enure issue of rentenmark 
ready for distribution by_the middle of 
next month. He declares 
that the 


scarcity of the 
new" 
money is due 


wholly to the fact that the printers 
are in arrears in their deliveries and 
that the initial output was placed at 
the disposal of the government to en- 
able if to dispense with discounting 
treasury bills. 


Cntil the rentenmark is available 


in large quantities no attempt will be 
made to establish a party between the 
paper mark, the legal status of whichi 
meanwhile remains unchanged. It is 
estimated 
that 
about 
200,000,000 
rentenmarks are now in circulation, 
chiefly devoted to meeting the federal 
payrolls. 
Dr. Sehacht believes some 
friction will be inevitable during the 
period of transition from the one cur- 
rency to the other.

PARIS, Nov. 28—France and Qr«at 
Britain have clashed again on the 
subject of tho Ruhr and reparation*. 
Today's meeting of th« reparations 
commission avoided handling the af- 
fairs owing to the absence of Sir Brad- 
bury the English representative, who 
Is in London conferring with Lord 
Curr.on and Prime Minister Baldwin 
regarding the attitude which Great 
Britain will take at the next meeting 
of the commission which takes place? 
here on Friday. 


The latest is the result of the 
Franco - German 
industrial 
accord 


•signed at Duseldorf laat week. The 
Teuton mine and factory owners are 
insisting that article 17 of the pact 
he Interpreted to provide that all de- 
liveries in kind made to the allies, as 
well as any taxes collected, bejapplied 
to the account of Germany with the 
reparations commission. 
The French are insisting in interpre- 
ting the paragraph to mean that the 
net receipts shall be handed over to 
the commission after the cost of the 
forces of occupation in the Ruhr ba- 
sin have been deducted. The British 
Belgians and Italians, however, insist 
that all,revenues and proceeds must 
go to the reparations commission foi 
apportionment among the Allies in ac- 
cordance with the Mpa agreement. 
It is costing France about $4,500.- 


000 monthly to occupy the Ruhr 
which equals the amount of the cost 
of the French army in the Rhmeland. 
This totals nearly 2.000,000,000 francs 
annually for the costs of the French 
army of occupation alone. 
If the 
French surrender the revenues col- 
lected in the Ruhr for allocation by 
the reparations commission they will 
get only fifty two per cent. Premier 
Poincare's most optimistic figures re- 
garding the receipts 
of the Ruhr 
shows only about 55,000,000 francs 
(roughly 13,200,000) have been taker, 
in.Thus France faces a loss of about 
50.000,000 francs monthly unless it 
withhoulds the Ruhr receipts from 
the reckoning. The French assert that 
if the British accept any part of the 
Ruhr proceeds this will amount to 
recognition of the legality of the oc- 
cupation, but the British insist other- 
wise, merely demanding that all sums 
paid by Germany be credited on the 
reparations account, while maintain- 
ing an attitude against securing pay- 
ment through seizure and military 
sanctions. 


The British e'xpect American sup- 
port for demands that the Fiench 
turn over all receipts from the Ruhr 
as the United States has been prom- 
ised compensation 
of 
1,000,000,000 
gold marks (1250,000,000) for the 
coat of its army of occupation at Cob- 
lenz from the raparations payments. 
It is pointed out that if the French 


view point triumphs it will probably 
be many years before (i«>rm»ny pays) 
anything above the cost of occupation 


of th« Rhlneland and Ruhrtnd thor«> 
tor* the United StatM will not b« 
paid.

The majority of fires which occur 


m the United States every year are in 
dwellings and a large proportion of 
these fires are from strictly prevent- 
able causes. 
Most of these are due 


to poor housekeeping and the care- 
less handling of fire and inflammable 
materials. 


Accumulation of rubbish in and 


around the house provides an ideal 
place for fires to start. Fires seldom 
start in clean places. 


Never keep ashes in wooden recep- 


tacles nor pile them against wooden 
partitions, either outdoors or in the 
basement. 
Do not burn quantities of 


paner, excelsior, shavings and other 
rubbish in a fireplace or in the fire- 
box of a stove or furnace. The ashes 
clog the flues and the long flames 
may start soot fires. Burn such ma- 
terials in the ashbox beneath the fire- 
box: it does no harm there.
